IS H A L L pot enter into the Detail of the Original of 
Burlefque Poetry ', as considering it as a modern Invert* 
Hon; For all Ways ofTrave/lje, Parodies^ and turning 
Things into Ridicule, are by no Means to be confined 
fp the sMo^erns^ as tjie ^earned very wejl know. JIpw far 
the Macaronichj made up of half Latin and half Vulgar Lan- 
guages, without Regard to Grammar or Rules of any Kind 
-—how far the fLpifioU objcuronm Virorum — and, above all, 
Rabelais, which is a Mi^ure of all Kinds of Languages-*- 
may have influenced the Style, I (hall not now examine. How 
extremely fond al| Nations were of it, may be feen in the 
Hifiory of French Poetry (a Book very commonly known) : 
And I think Mr- Rhymer has tpurfi'd upon it in &nglijb. 

I (hall go no higher than to fay that a little before But- 
ler's Time arofe sin extraordinary Genius in Fran^e^ famous 
for entertaining the Court with good Sayings, and the World 
with his Produ&ions:— *Scarron I mean :— A Man, who, to 
divert the tedious Hours of conftant and racking Infirmities, 
and make his Mind the more ftrongly agreeable, the lefa 
his Body wasfo, fell upon this Method of turning all ferious 
Things to Laughter and Ridicule. 

His Way was new, and different from the BurlefqueihaX 
was written before ; and even fome of the Learned efteem 
• it, as may be feen in Huetius % De Rebus ad fe pcrtinentibuL 

Balm 
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Balzac Was at the fame Time in mighty Repute for the* 
feweetnefs of his Periods, and his high-flown and laboured 
Eloquence ; as much overftrairted in the ferious Way, as 
the other was too viilgaf and mean in the'tbhiic: Vet one 
Improved the Language, and the other debated it Batxai 
foon got the Learned on his Side : Very fine Books were 
written on the various Kinds of Wit arid Style among the* 
Jlnt tents: And, in thorr, the Learned at laft combined toge- 
ther agaihft the tiurlefque, and cohtrtved to batter it dotirn. 

In this Way Things ftood, when Butler took up the Cud- 
gels againft the Anti-Roy alifis. Burkfyue, .though declining 
in Frarice, was coming into Fatiiidn here; 

The civil Wars were juft over, Or turning towards the 
defloration ; And it appears that the Author was a zealous 
Cavalier, and that there was before him a Bank of twenty 
fuch Yeats, that furhilh'd (not only a very ferioUs and bloody 
^Tragedy, but) a great many Interludes of Madnefs* Folly* 
public Knavery and private: In fhort, a Ridicule, which* 
whfen the Mote Was taken- out of Peopled Eyes, was clear 
fenough to be feen ; but which, in the A&ing, ltd them 
blindfold to a terrible Deftrudion. 

Matbrancb fays, that Nations , with Nations, Families 
with Families, aixd Parties with Parties, often fall into the 
Horrors of War and Bloodfiied, for Things* the Ridicule 
Of which is not perceived 'till a hundred Years afterwards. 

' So great a Gerlius as Butter coming fo early* many Ped* 
pie's Eyes Were opened much foonef* efpecially with Rela- 
tion to one Party, which had for many Year* been thfc 
reigning Party, and, indeed, in niany Things the mod 
peccant tie nluft be confidered as the Champion of the: 
Royalifts, and, indeed, of the late diftrefs'd* now triurri- 
phant Chitfch of England. 

Now, as, in Prance, the Satyr Menippee, fcjr expofing, iri 
the Burlefque fPay, the Hypocrites of thofe Times (thety*- 
nijb Party, the Authors of that dreadful League of Confufiori) 
Contributed to bring People to their Serifes ; fo likewife did 
this Writer* by unVeiling that dark Scene of Hypocrify and 
Madnefs (iVhich was one Of the chief Reafons why the pd* 
litical Differences were no fooner accommodated) confidef- 
able Service to his Country* arid drbve Entbufiafm before 

But it is not my Defign at prefent to enter into this Raf- 
ter : I am endeavouring to (hew why He chofe This Style— s 
*Bt who, as Mr. Dryden obffefves, was capable 6f Any. . t 
• £Aj] Ilfaili 
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t (hall quote two unexceptionable Authors for this : In the 
firft Place, Milton, who, in his ♦ Hiftory of the Times be- 
fore the Conqueft, fays, That the Reafon of his employing 
himfelf in Things fo remote was to chafe out of his Thoughts 
the prefent Times, which were not worthy of his Pen ; 
Their Aflions, he %s, were fo petty, fo beneath all Hif- 
tory, that he could not bear to treat of them. Sir William 
Temple too fays, That the public Affairs before 1660 were 
fo full of Madnefs, that he could not think of engaging in 
them. 

Now, if$ by the Teftimony of thefe two Authors, which 
no Party will refufe upon this Occafion, the Times we slt6 
foeaklng of were fo petty, fo beneath all Hiftory, fo full of 
Madnefs, were they not a fit Subject for a Traveftie? Were 
they not the proper Object of Burlefque f Was is not a pro- 
per Burial for i Scene of Pettinefs, Putidhefs, Madnefs, 
*nd Ineonfittency ? 

t come now to the Faults attributed to his Style : And, 
Firft, as to the Matter, there are chiefly three Things, 
tery blameable indeed, that are attributed to it, and have 
been pretty much the Practice of this Sort of Writers, viz* 
Obfcenlty, EviUSp6aking, and Profanenefs. 

As to Ob/cenity, h I cannot fay our Author is wholly free: 
But, whatever there is of that Kind, it is very decently and 
remotely wrapt up; and, except a little merry Double- 
Meaning between Hudibras and the Widow, and two ugly 
Verfes about Platonic Bardajbing, few Authors are fo free 
from it : And, indeed, he knew too well the Dignity of his 
pretended Hero to make (as he fays in another Poem) a Pimp 
of a Knight- Err ant: For, truly, Obfcenity, at that Time of 
Day, in that Party, Would fcarce have been thought fit for 
People of any other Profeflion: It could not have purchas- 
ed him a TbantJ giving- Day in the Churches as bad as they 
were. 1 

Now, as to Evil-Speaking, you muft confider the Poem 
as a Satyr made to expofe Vice : And, fo far as all Satyrs 
are chargeable with fomething of III- Nature, this muft come 
in for its Share. 

He did, indeed, rip up all the Faults of the adverfe Party 

to fuch a Degree, that he quite put them out of the Vogue 

of the World : They never gained" any Ground of the 

. Church of England after : He' may be truly ,faid to have 

written them down, to have taken them by Head and Shoul-

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deft, and (hoved them oat of the polite World, where the/ 
have never firice made any Figure. 

Butthen the Faults he found were real* and the Hypocrify • 
and Knatoery notorious, before he ftt Pen to Paper : It Wat 
owned (as has been ob&rved) by Milton himfelf, the Cham* 
'pion of the pther Side. 

. There are feme Things, I confefs, a tittle loo hard upon 
fome People ; and the whole Epiftle to Sidropbel (hews fome 
Spleen againft a learned and ruing Body of acute and tener* 
able Pbilofopbers. , 

But, in the main, a great Number of thofe he writes a-* 
gainft were a Gemratien of Vipers, very little fliort of their 
Predeceflbrs, the Pbarifees of phut Memory, 

Now, as to ProfantHifi) the graateft of all Objefttdns, 
it Is to beconfidertd, ihat,ih the preceding Times, fo great a 
Spirit of Religion, fay feme, or, as others fty, of Entbufiafm, 
prevailed, that all the tfioft facred Esprdfions of the Scrip- 
tures, all the folemn« Denunciations of the Propbtu, th£ 
Phrafes of all Parts of the Bible, were then in fuch common 
Ufe > and frequently in luch fcandalousi Abufe, that it could 
not be, but, in ridiculing fuch Monfters if impiety s the Au- 
thor muft turn fome Paflages into Kidkule, which otherwife 
Ought to be treated with the utmoft Reverence ; efpecially* 
about the Operation* $f the Spirit, of which they made a 
mod fcandalous Ufe and Traffic. Yet our Author has no* 
thing of this Kind half fo profane as the Tale of a Tub: Nei- 
ther is the Profanenefs in the Author, but in the Tartujfit 
that ufed it* 

I think there is nothing that fliefrs a bad Heart in.himfelf, 
nothing, or next to nothing, that has any Tafte of the Li* 
cence, which, under the falfe Notion of Wit, or true Name 
of Blafpheftiy, fo much infe&ed and difgraced the Reign of 
King Charles the Second : If I had met with any Thing of 
this Kind, by any Slip of the Author, I (hould have fet it 
down amongft his mod criminal Enormities, and put as 
black a * Tbeta upon it as I could. 

I TOuld not have it tho* taken for granted* becaufe this 
bantering Style was employed by the firft Reformers againft 
the childifh Superstitions of Popery , and was a mafaucd Rat- 
tery, that did confiderable Execution, that therefore it is to 
be cajled profane, as I find in Popijb Writers.

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But real Ptofanenefs againft God and true Religion is a 
Crime thatTio Man can approve of in his Heart, no Body 
ought to vindicate, no Degree of Wit can apologize for z 
It is one of thofe private Vices, fo bad, that I believe ic 
would have puzzled even Mr, Mandeville himfelf to have 
founded any public Benefit upon it. 

Thefe three Vices are indeed plentifully fown in Rabelair 9 
and fome of his Succefibrs. 

The Objc&ions to the Burlefque Language are chiefly 
thefe four : 

it Old Language revived, and then it is obfolete. 

a. Pedantry, in mixing learned Languages with it* 

3. Plebeian, or vulgar Language. 

4. * Alfatian, or made Language. 

Firft, as to the old, or obfolete Language, there is little 
to be charged to him on that Score. Whilom, and On- 
JJaugbt, and other Words that were not fo much out of 
Ufe then, as they are now, may be brought perhaps. 

As to the learned Languages, it mud be confefs'd, he has 
a little darkened his Poem, by mixing more Learning in it 
than there needed to be; not, indeed, by affe&ed Scraps 
of Latin, without Humour or Neceflity, as. Scarron and ©- 
thers of thofe Writers do : But, as thofe Times he writes 
about were Times of great Pedantry, it was neceflTary, for 
his Drama, to turn thofe Things into Ridicule ; for Hudi- 
bras is to be confidered as a Dramatic Performance, where 
all the Parts are to ad in Chara&er, 

If *Trulla, indeed, had made a Parade of her Univerfity 
Education, and argued }i**i*Vtuk, it would have been blame- 
able : But, when Hudibras talks fo, he talks right ; and flit 
as right, when (he bids him kifs her — -. 

The Latin he has brought in is little, and eafy to be un- 
derftood, and not half fo much as was expeded by a Coun- 
try Audience in every Sermon, under the Charge of being 
no Latiner, as they faid of Dr. f Pocock. 

* I don't mean, by tht Alfatian Language, new Words, brought 
from other polite Languages to embellifli or improve our own ; 
but I mean a Sort of Beggars Gibberijb, coined without any Foun- 
dation of Senfe or Etymology, like fome of Ancient Piph in 
Sbakefpear, or the Alfatians in Sbadwell: For Example, Rino, Rs» 
nocericaly Coney for Money : This laft is ufed by Butler in Htdi- 
bras.

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He that reads Rujhwortb will find (be Speeches of thofe 
that were called the learned Gentlemen fuller by half of Pe- 
dantry than Hudibras is. Lord Clarendon mentions one • 
Gentleman, who, from the Gallery, delivered in a Bill to 
defiroy Epijcopacy, Root and Branch ; which that noble Lord 
believes, in that Gentleman, was chiefly for the Vanity of 
repeating

If all Learning is to be called Pedantry, Milton is much 
more blameable that Way than Butler. It is really a Mat- 
ter of confiderable Learning to be qualified to be a Reader 
of Paradife Loft. And Milton is evidently oflentatious of 
bis Learning ; whereas Butler brings it in only to laugh at 
it : And, as Father Boubours, the French Critic, very well 
fays, en feut tout dire en riant, you may fay any Thing in 
Jeft. 

I will not fay, in Defence of thefe great Authors, that 
their having done this is fufficient to juftify it; as Seneca fays 
c f Cato— « They that difpraife Cato for Drunkennefs 
" will rather bring Drunkennefs into Repute, than that any 
" Body will think the worfe of Cato for it." 

But this I will fay, and it is the Truth, that, without 
much Augury or Harufpicy, a Man may foretell, that the 
Learned will foon take the Pains to explain them fo, and the 
Vulgar to underftand up to them, that, before many Years 
are part, the Objedion will drop, with Increafe of Plea- 
fure and Satisfadion even to the unlearned Reader. 

As to the Plebeian Language, it being his profefs'd De- 
sign to debafe the Hiftory of that Time, it became a necef- 
fary Part of that Defign to, make Ufeofit. But he mixes 
it fo artfully with other and more elegant Englijb, that in 
his popular Way of fpcaking, he is very far from being 
vulgar. 

His Abbreviations and his fplay^foot Rhymes are ufeful to his 
Defign of feeming to defpife the Art of Poetry, at the fame 
Time he makes Ufe of it : All tends, as feverely as any of 
the Orations of Demoftbenes, to run down his Adversary, 
and to defpife all other Praife. 

And to fay there is no Beauty in his Double-Rhymes, I 
would not aficrt : I am fure, in many of them, if not in

moft, 
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moft, there is a great deal of Humour : It gives this Poem 
fo much the Tafte of our admired old Ballads ; and the 
great French Satyrift fpeaks not difrefpe&fully of them : 

La Ballade affervie a Jet <vielUs Maxima 

Souvent doit tout fin La/Ire on Caprice des Rhymes. Bo I x. s a tf . 

As to Alfatian Words, they are few, and always agree- 
able. 

I have gone through the chief Obje&kms to the modern 
Burlefque. 

As to the Matter of Obfcenity, Profanenefs, &fr« the An- 
tients have little to brag of; their Pnldice is fliameful : But, 
fince we muft not go in their Traces, let us examine what 
Liberties they have given thercrfelves in* Style. 

I (hall take the firft Comtek Author amongft them; far Hu- 
dibras is a Comedy. 

Let us fee* then, what we can find in Ariftophanes, the 
merry Greek \ Tart Arifhpbanes, as Ben Jobnfin calls him. 

The chief Licences I have heard or read of in this cele- 
brated Author are thefe : 

Firft, Diminutives, fueh as Socratidion, fcfr. I remember a 
Critick once, in an Epiftle to Dr. Mills, called him 'i»«m ito ; 
Upon which Mr. Boyle fays, he did very judicioufly, in fpeak- 
,ingof a great Grecian, who might be fuppofed to have a 
Kindnefs for the Language ; for thofe pretty Diminutives, 
Little Johnny », or fo, don't do fo well in Engtifh, I cannot at 
prefent recoiled any Thing of this Kind in Hudibras. 

Secondly, Compofites, and Decompofites, made up of found- 
ing Words; one Word reaching" fometimes the Extent of 
fix Verfes : I don't obferve any Thing like this in our Au- 
thor* Sbakefpear is oiir boldeft Writer for Compofites. Ben 
John/on has imitated it : Nafty-pated) hufy- faced, turdi-fartical 
Fellow. 

But Decompofites Hudibras has : Pyg— what d'y' call him ? 
+—malion ; Pen—+tbeftle. 

Thirdly, Parodies, or Applications of grave Paffages of 
the fineft Authors in a Burlefque Way: That is one of our 
Author's chief Beauties : He has feme very extraordinary 
Mafter-Pieces of that Kind. 

Fourthly, Perfsans, Scythians, &c. fpeaking in their own 
Languages : This is likewife pradifed by Ptautus in one Paf- 
fage, where he brings in Punick. The Satyr Menipeettiik& 
his A&ors fpeak, fometimes mLatift, fometimes in Italian; 
fometimes he makes Ufe of both thofe Tongues, and 
the French too, in the fame Speech. But Butler has no-

Burla, in Italian^ means any witty Malice* done* by Way 
of Pleafantry, to make People laugh. From thence * Mart 
of Pleafantry was called a Burlefco* Burla likewife, in that 
Language, is ufed for thofe Farces which art commonly a6fc* 
ed after Tragedies in that Country. 

Now, as thefe Farces are made up of all the eroteJque 9 Ioto>* 
vulgar, or pedantick Expreifions that can be, this Style came 
to be called the Burlefque Style. 

St* Amani begun this Style in France: So the Thing w** 
ftntienter than the Name : Satrazin is firft faid to have ufed 
the Name. But St. Afoatuts Style Was too low, fit only fof 
Porters, and Carmen, or Colliers, Style de Ctocbeteurs. 

Scarron then arofe like a tbcenlx, and mixing a Share of 
true Wit and Humour with his Burlefque, ftrtick out a politer 
Species of it, about the Vear 1640: His Succeft made a 
Nurriber of bad Imitators: All Prance ran like mad into it; 
His Typbons begot 'Typbonst His Ttaveftie of Virgil begot 
Traveflies to alrqoft all the antient Authors: Horner^ Horace^ 
Ovidy and Claudian were turned into Mafquerade. 

Even Brebcpufj the Bombaft Tranflator of Lucan, took 
fome unsodly rains too to turn his favourite Lucan himfelf 
into Burlefque. It was, like our Ballads here* an excellent 
Expedient in Politicks. 

During all the Wars of Paris, and the Difputes of Ma+ 
Jttr/VsMiniftry, nothing was equal to It for Difpatch of Bu- 
finefs : It was ufed as a terrible Artillery againft the politick 
Italian ; and a fplayfoot Rhyme came crofs him p fomctimes 
like a * Cbain-Sbot 9 where a Speech in Parliament fail'd. 

But this Meteor that we have been fpeaking of (I mean f 
Burlefque^ fuch as it was in France) was but fhort-lived : It 
Was born in the Combuftions of two Kingdoms, and ended 
juft'at the Reftoration of the one, and Peace of the other .'

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Its utter Extin&ion Is marked in Boileau'% Works exadly in 
the Yfcar 1660: So that it had in that Country, which quits 
a bad Cuftom fooner than any other Country in the World, a 
Duration of juft twenty Years.

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PREFACE. 



THOUGH foniewhat has already been fa'id 
in the way of Preface, by the writer of Mr, 
Butler's Life; yet it may not be amifs, to give th$ 
Reader a ftiort account of the purport and defign of 
thefe Notes. 

They are chiefly Hiftorical, and Explanatory, with 
a fmall mixture of Critical ones by my Friends. The 
laft are defign'd to illuftrate fome few of the Poetical 
Beauties of Hudibras, and to prove, that k is at leaft 
equal to the moft celebrated Poems in the Englifh 
Language: and it's conformity, in feme refpe&s, ta 
Epic Poetry will be evine'd, and comparisons here 
and there drawn from Homer ', Virgil^ and Milton. 

But thefe are fo few, that it is much to be lamented, 
that the Poet has not yet met with an dddifen, & Pri- 
br 9 a Pope, or a Swift, to' dd him juftiCe in this re- 

The Hiftorical and Explanatory Notes are intend- 
ed to clear up the Hiftorical Parts of the Poem i 
which hare in a great mealufe been pafs'd over in the 
former Annotations. 

And the Reader 'tis hop'd, will better apprehend,' 
and relifii the Satire coUch'd in this Poem, when he 
is acquainted with the Perform and Tranfa&ions, at 
Which it is levelled. 

Though Hudibras has pafs'd many Editions, the 
Ileal Perfons, (hadow'd under borrowed and fiftitiou$ 
Names, have never yet been difcqver'd in any of 
them : This has engaged the generality of Readers, 
to think, that thpfe Renown' d Champions, Crowdera 
Qrjin> ^algol* Magnano, Cerdon, Colon, apd the Brave 
A 2 Heroine 
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Heroine Trutta, were only Imaginary Perfons ; from 
whence many have concluded thefe Adventures to be 
Romantic and Fabulous* inftead of True Hiftory: 
But in the courfe of tjiefe Notes, I fliall endeavour 
to obviate that Error ; and hope to prove that the 
greateft part of the Poem contains a Series of Adven- 
tures that did really happen : all the real Perfons fha- 
dow'd under fiftitious Characters will be brought to 
view from Sir Roger UEftrange, who being perfo- 
nally acquainted with the Poet, undoubtedly received 
the Secret from him. 

Under the Perfon, whom he calls Hudibras, whom 
he makes the Hero of this Poem, the Author gives 
us the true Charadter of a Prejbyterian Committee-man 
and Juftice of the Peace, who notwithftanding they 
themfelves were guilty of all forts of Wickednefs, yet 
pretended to be fo fcrupulous, that they could not in 
Confcience permit the Country People to ufc the Di- 
verfions they were fometimesaccuftom'd to, of. Dance- 
ing round a May-pole, Bear-baitings, Riding the Skim- 
mington, and the like. 

The Chara&er therefore of the Knight might fuit 
many of thofe bufy, meddling,' pragmatical Fellows, 
who were put into Committees then fet up in every 
County, and the Commijfions of the Peace, that they 
might opprefs all fuch as were believed to be Friends 
to the King, and die Ancient Government in Church 
and State ; and who afted like fo many petty Tyrants in 
all Parts of the Nation: However, we can hardly doubt, 
but the Author had one particular Perfon in view, 
whofe Adventures he gives us under the Name of 
Hudibras, who a&ually endeavour' d to fupprefs a 
Bear-baiting, and fet a Fidler in the Stocks, and was 
on that occafion vilified, and abus'd by the Mob. It 
has been fuggefted by a reverend and learned Perfon, 
to whom I fhall .acknowledge my obligations, before 
I finifh this Preface ; That notwithftanding Sir Sa- 
muel Luke of Wood- End in the Parifh of Cople, in 
Bedfordjhire, has generally been reputed the Hero of 

* this 
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this Poem ; yet from the Circumftances of his beingcom- 
pared to Sir Samuel Luke, Part i . Canto i . line. oo6,&V. 
it is fcarce probable, that he was intended, it oeing an 
uncommon thing to compare a Perfon to himfelf : that 
the Scene of Aftion was in Wefiern Clime \ whereas 
Bedford/hire is North of London ; and that he was crer 
dibly inform'd by a Bencher of Grays-Inn, who had 
it from an Acquaintance of Mr. Butler's, that the 
Perfon intended, was Sir Henry Rofewell of Ford- Ab- 
bey in Devon/hire. Thefe indeed would be probable 
Reafons, to deprive Bedforjhire of its Hero, did not 
Mr. Butler in his Memoirs of 1649. give the lame De- 
fcription of Samuel Luke ; and in his Dunftable Downs 
exprefly ftyle Sir Samuel Luke, Sir Hudibras. And 
from the (ham Second Part, publifh'd 1663. lt a P" 
pears, that the Bear-baiting was at Brentford, which 
is Weft of London, and this might induce him to fay, 
Part 1. Canto 1. v. 677. 

In Wefiern Clime there is a Town, &c. 
The defign of the Author in writing this Poem, 
was to expofe the Hypocrify and Wickednefs of thofe, 
who began and carried on the Rebellion, under a Pre- 
tence of promoting Religion and Godlinefs ; at the 
lame time that they a&ed againfl: all the precepts of 
Religion. But in order to underftand the leveral 
Difputes between the Knight and Squire, ir may be 
proper to give an abftraft of their Forms of Church 
Government and Worlhip, which may be a Clue to 
guide us through feveral parts of the Poem, which to 
the generality of Readers may be thought not a little 
intricate. And firft, to give fome account of the 
Prefbyterian Scheme of Church Government, as they 
endeavoured to have it fet up here : and likewife of 
the Independent Scheme, (whom the Anabaptifts alfo* 
fuch as Ralph was, agreed with in this Point, though 
they diffcr'd about Infant Baptifm, who were alfa 
v for a fort of Church Government, but very different' 
from That of the Prefbyterians.) I think This, the 
more neceflary, becaufe little of k is to be found in 
our Hiftories of thofe Times: and without ibmc 
A 3 knowledge 
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knowledge of their feveral Schemes, many things, 
particularly the Rubs the Squire gives the knight id 
fhis Poem, and the Difputes between them, are not 
to be underftood. 

According to the Prejbyterian Scheme, every Pa- 
rifh was to have a Paftor or Minifter, and Two 
Ruling Elders, who were Lay-Men, to be chofen by 
the Parifhionefs* and one or more D**<mf tobechofeii 
in the fame manner, who were to receive the Alms 
colleAed at the Church Doors, and to diftribute them 
as direfted by the Minifter, and Ruling Elders : and 
they had a Scribe to regifter what they did. It wa$ 
ik (landing Maxim, That in all cafes, there fhould be 
Two Ruling Elders to One Minifter, and th^fe go- 
verned by the whole Parifh in Matters relating to 
Church Difcipline. And if the Parifh was fmall, asi 
ibme Country Parifhes are, and had not Two Perfons 
in it fit to be Ruling Elders^ it was immediately tq 
be under the Government of the Claffis. The Claffis 
confifted of a Number of Parifhes to be united for 
that purpofe; the Minifters and Elders fo united, 
being the Ecclefiaftical Governours of all within that 
Precinft, having the feme Power thus met in a Claffis, 
over all Perfons within that Precinft, that each Mi- 
nifter, and his Elders, had over the feveral Parifhes ; 
Then there was' a Provincial Synod, or an Afjembly 
of all the Gaffes in a whole Country •, to which Synod 
each Claffis lent Two Minifters, and Four Ruling 
Elders : and above thefe, there was to be a National 
Synod, to which the Provincial Synods Were to fend 
their Deputies ; amongft which there were always to 
be Two Ruling Elders to One Minifter: but what 
number every Province was to fend to this National 
Synod is not fet down in any Ordinance, I have yet fecn. 

The Congregational, ,or Parochial Elder/hip or Af- 
jembly, were to meet once a Week, or oftner, and 
were empowered by an Ordinance of the Two Houfes, 
dated Die huna 10 Oftpber, 1645. to examine any 
Perfon complain'd of, for any Matter of Scandal re- 
cited in that Ordinance^ fuch as Adultery, Fornication, 
1 * Drunken- 
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nefi 9 Gurfing, Swearings Gaming on the Lord's Day, 
or travelling on that Day without juft occafionj with 
a multitude of other Matters, filling up one page of 
a book clofe printed in^ 1 . " This Elderjbip (fays the 
44 Ordinance) fhall examine upon Oath fuch Witnefles, 
44 as fkall be produced tefore them, either for acquit- 
44 ting or condemning the Party fo accufed, of any 
44 of the Scandalous Crimes aforefaid, not Capital, 
44 upon the Teftimony of two credible Witnefles at 
44 leaft: and if they are prov'd Guilty of the Crimes 
44 they are charged with, then is tne Elder Jhip to 
44 fufbend them from the Lord's Supper, and Satif- 
44 fa&ion fhall be given to the Eldefjhip of every 
44 Congregation by a fufficient Manifeftation of the. 
44 Offender's Repentance, before a Perfon lawfully 
44 convi&ed of fuch Matters of Scandal, as aforefaid, 
44 and thereupon fufpended from the Sacrament of 
4< the Lord's Supper,, be admitted thereto. If any 
44 Man fufpended irom the Lord's Supper fhall find 
44 himfelf griev'd by the Elderfhip of ariy Congre* 
44 gation, he fhall have liberty to appeal to the Claf- 
44 Jical Elder jhip> and from thence to the Provincial 
44 AJfembly, from thence to the National, and from 
44 thence tp the Parliament. The Claffical Elderjbip 
44 was appointed to meet once a Month, the Provincial 
44 AJfembly twice in a Year, and the National Af- 
44 fembly, when the Parliament pleafed to call them. 
44 Thus the Parliament kept the Prejbyterians here, 
44 under their own Rule ; but in Scotland, the Nati- 
44 onal AJfembly would acknowledge no Superior, in 
44 what they thought fit to call Spirituals." 

The Independents were fo called, becaufe they main- 
tain'd, that every Congregation was a complect 
Church within itfelf, and ought to have no Depen- 
dency as to Matters relating to Religion, or any other 
Affembly, Clascal, Provincial, or National, nor on 
any Civil Magiftrate, Tbey chofe their own Mi- 
nifter, and That choice gave him fufficient Authority 
to preach without any Ordination : whereas, the Pre/- 

byterians 
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hterians required, that every Minifter fhould be Or- 
dain'd by laying on the Hands of the Presbytery? 
> The Independents alfo allow'd any Gifted Brother, 
that is, anyone who thought himfelf qualified, to 
preach and pray in their Affemblies himfelf : and 
though Independent Teachers got Parifli Churches, and 
Good Livings as well as the Presbyterians, preached in 
them, and receiv'd the Profits of them ; yet all their Pa^ 
rifliioners were not properly their Congregation : they 
were their Hearers indeed, that is, fuch as might hear 
them preach, but hot fuch unto whom fhey would ad- 
minifter Sacraments : They had a fele& Company for 
that purpofe out of feveral Parifhes, who enter'd a Co* 
venant with Him they chofe for their Minifter, and 
with one anodier, to walk by fuch Rules as they 
thought proper to agree upon, and to appoint EU 
dersy who together with their Minijiers were to have 
a fort of Rule over the Congregation : I fay, a Sort 
of Rule, becaufe I think, there lay an Appeal to 
the whole Congregation. In this Covenant the 
Rulers promifed in the prefence of Chrift, to rule 
faithfully, diligently, and couragioufly in the Faith, 
and in the Fear of God, &V. and the Ruled promifed 
to obey their Rulers, and fubmit to then* according 
to the Word of God. Thefe Covenants have dif- 
ferent Terms in different Congregations, for, as they 
are all Independent one from an other, no Congregati- 
on can inipofe a Form upon an other. There is a 
long Covenant of this kind which was entered 
into by the Congregation of 'Mr. Richard Davit 
of Rothwell in Northampton/hire, printed in the 
year 1700. And Mr. Daniel Williams, a fajwou$ 
Independent Minifter (who as the News Paper 
faid, died worth Fifty Thoufand Pounds) in a Letter 
which he wrote to a rich Widow who had left his 
Congregation, puts her in mind of the Covenant 
flie entered into, faying, " Did not you before God 
" and his Angels, renew your Baptifmal Covenant 
** and accept Me as your Pafior, and folemnly en- 
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«< gage to walk iii Subje&ion to Chrift's Appoint- 
* c merit? If you have forgotten it, yet know it is 
« c recorded on High, and not forgotten by God. 
44 And how often have you witnefled it at the Table 
44 of the Lord ! Does not Cbrift who appointed a fpecial 
44 Relation between People and their Pajtors, ao 
44 count you to be related to me as your Paftor ; 
44 and does he not therefore command you to obey 
44 me, as having the Rule over you ; and to fubmit 
44 your felf to me according to His Word ?" There 
16 a great deal more to the fame purpofe; This Let- 
ter with Remarks upon it by Mr. Dorrington, was 
printed for Henry Clements \ 1710. Thus the Inde- 
pendent Miriifters, though they plead ftrenuouQy for 
Liberty of Confcience, yet take care to hamper the 
Confciences of all that joyn with them, by impofmg 
upon them a Covenant of Their own contriving. 
And that fuch a Covenant was ufed by the Indepen-' 
dents when they firft began to fliew themfelves, in 
the Times of which Mr. Butler writes, we learn 
from a fmall Pamphlet printed in the year 164.7. 
the Title of which is, What the Independents would 
have: written tyjobn Cooke of Gray' s Inn, Barrifter y 
which I take to have been John Cooke, who' was af- 
terward the Regicide. There he fays, p. 4. concerning an 
Independent, " He thinks no Man will be Godly, 
" unlefs he promifes to be fo, therefore wonders, 
" that any Chrijiian fhould fpeak againft a Church 
44 Covenant, which is no more, than to promife to 
44 do that by God's Affiftance, which the Gofpel re- 
44 quires or Him.* ' This is a full Proof that the. 
Independents at that time, ufed what they called, ' A, 
Church Covenant, as well as they haVe done it fince, 
and I fuppofe continue to dofoftill. They admit 
all Perfons to be their Hearers, but account none to be 

Eroperly of their Church or Congregation, how con- 
antly foeyer they attend their Prayers or Sermons, 
And contribute to the Maintenance of their Minifters^ 
except they alfo fign that Covenant. 

The 
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The Presbyterians difliked this way of Covenant- 
ing, ufed by the Independents, and their calling every 
Congregation a Church, without dependency upon 
any other? and alfothat theyallow'd men to perform 
all Spiritual Fun&ions, upon the Choice of die Peo- 
ple only, without Impofition of the Hands of the 
Presbytery : forgetting that the Founders of their own 
Religion, Calvin, Beza, and others, had no other Or- 
dination than what the Independent Minifiers had. 
Thefe Differences continued between them, and they 
treated each other as Scbifmaticks y not only during 
the Rebellion, (fee Note upon Part 3. Canto 2. v. 
771, 772.) but alfo after the Reftoration of King 
Charles the Second, and during the Reign of King 
James the Second, even till a year after the Revolutions 
and then they united together. Of which • Union, 
Mr. £>uick, a Presbyterian Minifier, in his Synodicon 
in Gallia Reformatio vol. 2. pag. 467. gives the 
following account. 

" After a moft lamentable Schifm of above forty 
" years continuance, it pleafed God at laft to touch 
" the Hearts of the Godly Minifiers of the Presbyte- 
" rian, and Independent Perfuafion, with a deep 
" Senfe of this Great Evil, in feparating fo long the 
<c one from the other. Whereupon feveral Pious 
" and Learned Paftors in the City of London, of 
" Both Ways, met together diverfe times, and con- 
cc ferred each with other, about healing this Breach; and 
4C having frequent Consultations about it, and poured 
" out many mighty andferventPrayers unto the God of 
<c Grace and Peace to aflift them in it ; upon Friday 
ct the Sixth day of March, 1690, according to our 
" Computation, moft of the Dijfenting Nonconfor- 
cc mifi Minifiers in the City, and many others from 
" the adjacent Parts of it, met together, and there 
" was read to them the Heads of Agreement prepared 
" by the Committee : and which had been feen and 
" peryfed by many of them before : and their Af- 
" fcnt unto them being demanded, it was readily ac- 

" corded, 
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« corded, and afterwards near a hundred gave in 
C4 their Names unto thi$ Union. This Example 
44 was taking, and leading to all the Nonconforming 
44 Minifters of England, who, in many of their rev 
44 fpe&iye Counties, had their Meetings to compofe 
44 this Difference, and by the Blefling of God upon 
f 4 thofe theirEndeavours, it was alfq upon the fight and 
f 4 confideration of the printed Heads of Agreement* 
f c among the United Minifters of London, effe&ed : 
44 whereof notice was Tent up to the Brethren here 
44 in London.- When the London Minifters firft fign- 
4< cd this Union, they unanimoufly agreed to bury 
44 in the Grave of Oblivion, the Two Names of 
44 Diftin&ion, Presbyterian and Independent, and to 
44 communicate thefe Articles of Union, unto all 
44 Members in Communion with them, in their par 
44 ttcular Churches the Lord's Day come fevennight 
4 4 after •, and that they woiild at the next Meeting 
44 acquaint the United Brethren, what entertain- 
4 ' ment and acceptance the reading of it had in their 
* 4 Aflemblies ; which was done accordingly, and to 
4C general Satisfaction." After this he gives the 
Heads of their Agreement, which thofe that are 
curious to know may confult the Book. It was 
faid then, and I think it appears from the Heads of 
their Agreement,, that the Presbyterians yielded to 
\hz Independents in almoft every Point, about which 
they had fo long contended with them. So that 
thefe United Brethren, as after this Union they ftyled 
themfelves, might all properly enough be called In- 
dependents. However the Names are now promif- 
cuoufly ufed by others, and they are called indiffe- 
rently by either of thofe names. For though many 
of them are now ordain'd after the Presbyterian way, 
by impofition of the Hands of the Presbytery ; yet if 
they are not fo ordain'd, but only chofen, and ap- 
pointed to officiate by their Congregation, they are 
by this Agreement fufficiently qualified to officiate 
as Minifters in their Congregations : the Independent* 
. having 
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having always^ eftcemed fuch Ordinations indifferent ; 
which they might ufe, or let alone as they ple^fed. 

Asto their Worlhip, contain'd in the * Directory, 
while the Presbyterians had the Afcendent in the Par- 

a This Directory contains no Form of Prayer, or of Adminiftra- 
tion of Sacraments : but only gives fome general Rules for the Di- 
rection of Minifters, and People, how to behave in Church. As, 
That the People (hall be grave and ferious, attentive to the Duty 
they are about : That the Minifter (hall begin with prayer. That 
then he (hall read a Pfalm, or a Chapter or two out of the Old or 
New Teftament, and may expound them if he pleafes : Then a 
Pfalm is to be fung, after which the Minifter is to pray again, then 
to preach a Sermon, and to conclude with another Prayer. Baptifm 
in Private Places is forbidden, and ordered to be done only in the 
Place of Publick Worlhip. There are Directions for Minifters to 
inftrutt the Congregation in the Nature and Defign of Baptifm, and 
to pray on the Occafion, but in what Words or Form he pleafes. 
Then he is to demand the Name of the Child, and to baptize it in 
the Form of Words prefcribed in the Gofpel. When the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper is to be adminiftred, the Minifter when his 
Sermon is ended, (hall make a fhort Exhortation : The Table is to. 
be placed, where the Communicants may molt conveniently (it about 
it, and is to be decently cover'd. The Minifter is to begin the Ac- 
tion with fanctifying and blefting the Elements of Bread and Wine, 
fe before him. Then the Words of Inftitution are to be read out 
of the Evangelifts, or PauPs Firft Epiftle to the Corinthians : Then 
the Minifter is to take the Bread into his Hand, and to fay thus, 
or'fomething like it; I take this Bread and break it, and give it 
unto you, Take ye, Eat ye, this is the Body of Cbrift : do this in re- 
membrance of Him. In like manner he is to take the Cup, and to 
lay thefe or the like words ; Acording to the lnllitution of our Lord 
Jtfus Cbrift, 1 take this Cup, and give it unto you ; This Cup is the 
Ne*w Teftament in the Blood of Cbr ft, which is fifed for the RemiJJion 
of the Si»s of many ; Drink ye all of it. He is alfo order'd to com- 
municate himfelf j but it is not laid, before he gives it. to them, or 
after. He is ordered to fay thefe words to the Communicants in 
general, Take ye. Eat ye : fo he fays them but once, and gives the 
Bread, and alfo the Cup afterwards to him that is next him ; and 
fo they are handed round the Table from one to another. , iHhen he 
is to put them in mind of the Grace of God in the Sacrament, and 
to conclude with a Thankfgiving. 

When Perfons are to.be married, the Minifter is firft to pray, 
then to declare the Inftitution, Ufe, and Ends of Matrimony, with 
the Conjugal Duties. Then the Man is to take the Woman by the 
Right-hand, faying, /. N. take thee N. to be my married Wife, and 
do in tbeprejence of God, and befort this Congregation, prom if e, and 

covenant 
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liament-ffOTfes, the Lords and Commons made an 
Ordinance j dated Die Veneris 3 Januarii, 1644, F° r 
the taking away the Book of Common-Prayer, fore- 
ftablijhing, and putting in Execution of the Direitory 
for the Publick JVorfhip of God. 

The DireSory was drawn up by the Affembly ef 
Divines, which was called by the Parliament, to aflift 
and advife them in the Reformation of Religion in 
the year 1643. anc * continued to fit fo long as the 
Presbyterians Power prevailed. This Affembly of Di- 
vines, as it was called, confiftcd of u Ten Peers, 

covenant to be a loving and Faithful Husband unto thee, until God 
fballfeparateus by Death, ' Then the Woman takes the Man by the 
Right-hand, and fays, 1. N. take thee N. to be my married Husband, 
and I do in the frefence of God, and btfore this Congregation, promt fe, 
and covenant to be a loving, faithful, and obedient Wife unto thee 9 
until God/hall feparate us by Death, Then, without any further 
Ceremony, the Minifter pronounces them to be Man and Wife, and 
concludes with a Prayer. When he vifits the Sick, he is to advife, 
direct and pray with him ; The Dead fhall be decently attended 
from the Houfe to the Place appointed for Publick Burial, and 
then immediately interr'd, without any Ceremony ; praying. * read- 
ing and finging both in going to and at the Grave wall be laid 
aiide. In all thefe Directions for Prayer, the Minifter is to make 
his own Prayers ; there is no Form appointed : That would be to 
Hint the Spirit. 

The Lord's Prayer is once juft mentioned, and 'tis acknowledged 
That it may lawfully be ufed as a Prayer, as^well as a Pattern of 
Prayer, but there is no Order for the ufe of it on any Occafion ; it 
is barely recommended to be uied if the Miniller thinks fit. and juft 
when hepleafes. My Lord Clarendon tells us, vol. 1. folio edit. 
That it was mov'd, that the Creed, and Ten Commandments mould 
be mentioned in this Dire&ory ; but being jkit to the Vote, they 
were rejected. It was juftly obferved long ago, that this Diteficry 
is a Rule without Reftraint ; an Injun SI ion leaving an IndifFerency, 
to aPoflibility of Licentioufnefs ; an Office without directing to any 
external Aft ofWorfhip, not prefcribing fo much as 'Kneeling ot 
Standing, which but once names Reverence, but enjoyns it in no 
Particular; an Office that complys with no Precedent of Scripture, 
nor of any Ancient Church. This DbeBory, not being commonly 
to be met with, this large account is given of it, that the Reader 
may fee, what the Presbyterians would have impqied, in the room 
of the Common -Prayer. 

b Mr 
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Twenty Members of the Houfe of- Commons; 
about Twenty Epifcopal tfcvines, md an Hun- 
dred PerfonS" more* mo'ft of which were Prejby- 
tcrianS) a few Independents % and fome to repre- 
ient the Kirk of Scotland who were veiy zealous 
Prejbyterians : Few of the Epifcopal Party, tho* Aim- 
mon'd with the reft, ever fate with them, and thofe 
few that did, foon left them. My Lord Clarendon} 
fV. i. pag. 530.) fays* That except thefc few Epip 
copal Divines, " the reft were all declared Enemas 
ic to the Doftrine and Difcipline of 'the Church of 
u England ; fome of them infamous in their Lives 
* c and Coriverfationi ; moft of them of very mean 
cc Parts in Learning, if not of fcandalous Ignorance," 
<e and of no other Reputation than of Malice to the 
" Church of England." This JJfembfy befides the 
Directory, drew up c feveral other Matters, which, 
they addrefs'd^Tfl the Right Honourable the Lords and 
Commons ajfembled in Parliament. 

I have given the beft account I can, of the intention 
of our Author,- in writing this Poem : and fhall beg 
leave to add fome few obfervations upon the Poem,' 
and it's Author. 

In the F*irft place it may be proper to take notice 
of an Obje&ion that has been made to it, by a celer 
brated Writer.

This fecms to 
contradict what he afferts juft before, where he deli* 
vers it as his Opinion, That * Burlefque, when the 
Hero is to be pulPd down, and degraded, runs beft 
in Doggerel. And I may appeal to the Reader, whe- 
ther our Hero, who was a Knight, Colonel, and Juf- 
tice of the Peace t is not effe&ually pull'd down, and 
degraded, in the Charafter and Fortune of Sir Huii* 
bras? However, Mr. Aditfor?% obfervation is cer- 
tainly juft, and we cannot forbear wifhing with Mr*

lare: G. Burkfyue; It. Bmrlefco, to Burlesk; G. Burler; It. Bwr± 
tare Lat.

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Dryden, (tec Dedication to Juvenal* p. 128.) " That 
" fo great a Genius (as Mr. Butler poffefs'd) had not 
" con4efcended to Burlefque, but left that Taik to 
<c others, for He would always have excelled, had 
" he taken any other kind of Verfe, 

But fince Burlefque was his peculiar Talent 3 .and he 
has chofen this kind of Verfe, let us examine, how 
far he may be juftified, and applauded for it. And 
here weeannot begin better than with the Opinion of 
the Great Mr. Dryden, Speaking of Mr. Butler f (De- 
dication to Juvenal, p. 128, 120.) he fays, "The 
" Worth of his Poem is too well known to need my 
44 Commendation ; and He is above my Cenfure; 
44 the Choice of his Numbers is fuitable enough to 
44 his Defign, as he has managed it 5 but in any other 
4 - hand, the Shortnefs of his Verfe, and the quick 
44 Returns of 'Rhime, had debas'd the. Dignity of 
14 Style; His Good Senfe is perpetually Ihining 
44 through all he writes ;, it affords us not the time of 
44 finding Faults ; we pafs through the Levity of his 
44 Rhime, and one is immediately carried into fome 
44 admirable ufeful Thought : after all, he has cho- 
44 fen This kind of Verfe, and has written the Bed 
44 ink/* 

To this let me add, that the Shortnefs of Verfe, 
and quick Returns of Rhime, have been fome of the 
principal Means of raifing and perpetuating the Fame 
which this Poem has acquir'd k for the Turns of Wit 
ancLSatyrical Sayings, being fhort andpitby, are there- 
fore more tenable by the memory : and this is the rea* 
fon why Hudibras is more frequendy quoted in Con- 
vention, than the fineft Pieces of Wit in Heroic 
Poetry.

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Companions of Burlefque Writing. Befides, were 
they really Faults, they are neither fo many as to call 
ablemifh upon the known Excellencies pf this Poerh ; 
nor yet folely, to captivate the Affe&ions of the ge- 
nerality of it?s Readers: no; their Admiration is 
moved by a higher Pleafure, than the rneer Jingle of 
Words ; the Sublimity of Wit, and Pungency of Sa-' 
dre, claim our Regard, and merit our higheft Ap- 
plaufe: In fliort, the Poet has furprizjngly difplayed 
the nobleft Thoughts in a Drefs fo humorous and co- 
mical, that it is no wonder, that it foon became xhi 
chief Entertainment of the King and Court, after it's 
publication ; was highly efteemed by one of the greateft 
e Wits in that Reign ; and ftill continues to be an 
Entertainment to all, who have a Tafte for the irioft 
refined Ridicule and Satire. 

Hudibras is then an indifputable Original 5 for the 
Poet trod in a Path wherein he had no Guide, nor 
lias he had many Followers. Though he had no Pat- 
tern, yet he had the Art of ere&ing himfelf into a 
Standard^ lofty and elegant. Numberlefs Imitators 
have been unwarily drawn after it: his Method and 
Verfe. he has chofen, at firft view feeming fo eafy and 
inviting, they were readily lifted into the view of his 
Fame: but alas! how miferably have they failed in 
the Attempt. Such wretchejfl Imitations have aug- 
mented the Fame of the Original, and evidene'd the ,

. " dicule, that was otherwife in the Representation, of which 
•• many Inftances may be produced.*' (fee N° 48.)

is, the being natural and cajy y and yet inimitable. 

This has bee© long the dimnguilhing Chartfteriftiek 
of HudibraSy grounded upon an undeniable Truth, 
that all Imitations have hitherto proved unfuccefsfuh 
Indeed, it muft be own'd, that Mr. Prior has been 
the moft happy of all the Followers of Butler ; and 
has approach d the neareft to his Style and Humour. 
Tho* He was Second to Butler, as VHlifs was to 
Milton \ yet he was fenfible of an apparent Disparity 
betwixt them, asisobfcrved in the Notes, (fee the 
laft Note on the firft Canto of this Poem j) where is 
the ingenuous Acknowledgment he makes of his In- 
feriority, in a Angular Compliment to our Poet. 

. Attempts have likewife been made to tranflate fome 
parts of this Poem into the Latin Tongue: we have 
three Similes of this kind by the Learned Dr. Harmer, 
in the Poet's Life ; but he, and all others have found 
a thorough Tranflation impra&icable. Nay, fo far 
fpread is the Fame of Hudibras, that we are told, k 
has met with a general and kind reception through 
Cbriftendome by all that are acquainted with the Lan- 
guage ; and that it had been before now f tranflated 
into moft European Languages, in the laft, or prefent 
age, had not the Poet by coyning new Words, to 
make Jingle to his Verfes, (called Carmen Joculareby 
the Latins) rendered it fo extremely difficult to make

an Edition. of Butler** Pofthumous Works.) How- 
ever, he is ftilithe unrivalPd Darling of his ownCoun- 
try v and his Name will be ever famed, while he con- 
tinues to be read in the Clofets, and quoted in the 
Writings and Converfation of the Pofiteft Writers of 
the Englijh Nation. 

Among .die many Excellencies peculiar to this Poem f 
a very fingular one ought not to \fc omitted, with 
whith it may be faid to be qualified, in common with 
fome other extraordinary Writings: I mean the Faflii- 
on* that las prevailed of prefcribing them for the 
Cure of Diftempers both in Body and Mind : for in^ 
fiance, Dr. Serenas Sammonicus £ celebrated Phyfician, 
has gravely prefcribed the Fourth Book of Homer 9 % 
Iliad to be laid under the Head for the cure of a 
ghartan Ague. (Tee the laft note on Iliad the 4 th ) 
JMonfieur Saint Evremont has likewifc recommended 
Don §>uixote 9 as a proper Potion to give Relief tq> an 
Heavy Heart, (fee Spectator ', N° 163,) Jcaloufy has 
been cured by the 170 th and 171" SpeSafors taken in 
a Dilh of Chocolate; and N* 173. 184. 191. 203. 
2 2 1 . with half a dozen more of thefe wonder-working 
Papers are attefted to be infallible Cures for Hypo~ 
condriac Melancbolly. (fee N° 547.) — Hudibras may 
come in for his Share of Fame with thefe renowned 
Remedies : and I am much miftaken, if he may not 
Hand in competition with any of the Spectators for the 
Cure of the laft mentioned Diftemper. Upon thefe 
Authorities, why might not this Poem be prefcribed 
at an infallible Cure not only of the Spleen and Vapour s % 
but of Entbufiafm and Hypocrify ? 

Having thus fet to view the Excellency of this 
Poem, and the univerfal Applaufe it has defervedly 
met with: what naturally follows but an Enquiry after 
the Poet, and the refpeft that has been paid him ? 
ahd here I am apprehenfive the one will prove as great 
a Reproach to the Nation, as the other does an Ho- 
nour to it. 

B 2 The 
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The Lord Dorfet was the firft that introduced Hu- 
dibras into reputation at Court •, for Mr. Prior fays 
(Dedicat. to his Poems) it was owing to him, that the 
Court tailed That Poem, it foon became die chief 
Entertainment of the King, who often pleafantly quo- 
ted it in converfation. From this fair rrofpeft there- 
fore, we might rationally conclude, that the Poet 
tailed plentifully of Royal Munificence, and that he 
was cherilhed by the Great, as well as his Poem. I 
api fure his Wit and his Loyalty equally merited re- 
gard and encouragement: but alas! upon the ftri&eft 
Enquiry, we fhall find, that he met with * negleft* 
inftead of regard; and empty delufive Promifes, in 
the room of real Performances. A difregard of his 
Friends was what King Charles has been highly blamed 
for ; and we cannot have a ftronger Inllance of that 
difreaard, than his being unmindful of Mr. Butkr> 
whofe Works had done ertfincnt Service to the Royal 
Caufc, and Honour to his Country. It is ftrange that 
King Charles fhould be thus forgetful of a Man, whofe 
Words were fo often in his Mouth, and daily afforded 
jiim a remarkable plcafore in Converfation. 

We are indeed informed, that Mr. Butler was once 
in ar fair way of obtaining a Royal Gratuity, as the 
following account, if true, will fhow. b " Mr. Wy- 
44 cherley Had always laid hold of any opportunity 
*« which offer'd, to reprefent to His Grace (the Duke 
44 o£ Buckingham) how well Mr. Butler had deferv'd 
c< of the .Royal Fajnily, by writing, his Inimitable 
44 Hudibras ; and that it was a reproach to the Court, 
44 that a Perfon of his Loyalty, and Wit, fhould fuf. 
44 fer in obfeurity, and under the wants He did. The 
44 Duke feem'd always to hearken to him with atten- 

* Uupity'd Hudibrza, your Cbampion Friend, 
Has (hewn bo*w far your Charities extendi 
This lofting Verfe (hall on bis Tomb be read: 
Hejbansdyou living and upbraids you dead. \

•• tion enough ; and after fome time undertook to re* 
C4 commend his Pretentions to His Majefty. Mr, 
4< Wycherky* in hopes to keep him fteady to his 
44 Word, obtain' d of His Grace to name a Day t 
* c . when he might introduce the modcft and unfortu- 
4C natc Poet to his new Patron: at laft an appoint- 
44 ment was made, and the place of meeting was ap- 
44 pointed to be the Roe Buck : Mr. Butler and his 
44 Friend attended accordingly, the Duke joirj'd 
44 diem :" But by an unlucky incident this Review 
was broke off, for which I refer the Reader to the 
Authority cited in the Margin. And it will always 
be remembered to the reproach of that learned Age, 
that this Great and inimitable Poet, wasfuffer'd to live 
and die in Want and Obfcurity. 

The King's exceflivc fondnefs for the Poem, and 
lurprizing a difregard and neglett of the Author, is 
fully, and movingly related by Mr. Butler, (Hudibras 
at Courts fee Remains,) who thence takes occaflon 
to do jufttce to his Poem, by hinting it's Excellencies 
in general, b and paying a few modeft Compliments 
to nimfelf : of which the following Lines are worth 
tranferibing. 

* " King Charles the Second never order'd Butler more tfuut 
" one Gratuity, and that was 300 Pounds, which had this com- 
" pliment paid to it, that it pafs'd all the Offices without a 
" Fee, at the felicitation of Mr. William Long uroi lie of the Tern- 
«' ///, Lord Danby being at that time High Treafurer." A 
proof of the gn&t honour and honefty of our Poet, is this. 
*< That upon his being order'd the Three hundred Pounds above 
" mentioned by the King, he called to mind that he ow'd 
" more than that Sum to different Peifons, from whom he had 
" borrowed Monies, or otherwife contracted Debts: for which 
" reafon he intreated Mr. Longuevill* to pay away the whole 
" Gratuity, who accordingly did fo ; and Butler did not receive 
" a Shilling of it.' 1 (See Butkr\ Life under the word Hudibras.

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Now you mufi know. Sir Hudibras

That be Jbould never reimburfc 
Tbe Man for tV Equipage, or Horfo, 
Is fure aftrange, ungrateful Tbing, 
In any body but a King. 
But tbis Good King itfeems, was told 
By feme that were with bim too bold, 
Ife % reyokbope to gain your Ends, 
Carefsyour Foes, and truft your Friends. — . 
Sucb were tbe Doftrines that were taught, 
'fill this unthinking King was brought 
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To leave bis Friends to Jiarve and die, 
A poor Reward for Loyalty. 

Mr. Butler'* claim to a Poet's imaginary Immortality, 
is in an other place (Uudibras'% Epitaph, Remains) 
as handfomely and modeftly made, as by any other 
Poet whatsoever : 

Butjinee bis Worjhip's dead and gone, 
And mo ft Wring lies beneath this Stone, 
The Reader is defir'd to look 
For tys Achievements in bis Book, 
Which will preferve of Knight the Tale* 
'Till Time and Death itfelfjhall fail. 

Mr. Oldham, (vol. **,€ th edition, 1703. pag. 420.) 
pathetically commiferates the extraordinary Sufferings 
of our Poet, in a remarkable manner. In his Satyr 
againft Poetry, he introduces the Ghoft of Spenfer, 
difluading him from k, upon Experience and Exam- 
ple, that roverty and Contempt were it*$ infeparable 
attendants. After Spenfer has gone oyer his own la- 
mentable Cafe, and mentioned Homer and Cowley in 
the fame view, He thus movingly bewails the Great 
and unhappy Mr. Butler :

(See more in memory of Mr. Oldham, by JV. T'JNor 
does Mr. Butler ftand alone in fuch lamentable Mis- 
fortunes : Mr. Spenfer and Mr. Cowley before him, 
will be indelible Reproaches to the Generofky of this 
Nation. Mr. Dryden (Dedicat. to Juvenal,) has pub- 
lilh'd to the world, the Hardfhips he laboured under, 
and Mr. Otway, (Prologue to Conftantine the Great) 
deters us from Poetry, upon the fame Topics with 
Spenfer ; but for the Cure of fuch, as are addi&ed to 
the Mufes, he adventures this wholefome Advice:

Under the Starving Sign of Capricorn', 

Prevent the Malice of their Stars in time, 

And warn them early from the Sin of Rbime : 

Tell them, how Spenfer Jtarv'd, how Cowley

But now thofe gloomy difencouraging Times are 
happily vaniflied, and we are got into an Age wherein 
the Mufes chearfully rear up their awful Heads ; aa 
Age as eminent for rewarding her Poetic Sons, as the 
laft was notorious in depreffing them : Poetry has now 
more bounteous Patrons, than the laft Age wanted. 
In fhort, we live in an Age that will not fuffer a Poetic 
Genius to be darap'd or extinguilh'd by the want <rf 
Subfiftence, or even the fear of it. 

Nothing more contributes to the Honour of our 
Country, than this munificent Regard to Poetry : tliis 
is the Reafon why we have lately feen it arrive at the 
Summit of Perfection •, and I may truly fay, an uni- 
verfal Love of it's Profeffors is proportionably ad- 
vanced along with it : if wc lament the negle&ed Poets 
of Former Ages, we can in This congratulate double 
the number who rtow flourifh, or.have flouriflied in 
the xnidft of Fame and Veneration : thfcftfjbf our Age 
have abounded in Plenty* as much as their'slanguifhed 
, in Want. For poor Homer, we can boaft of his ad- 
mirable Tranflator-, For Spenfer, we can name his 
laft Editor, the late Mr. Hughes, whoenjoy'd a be- 
neficial place under the Lord Chancellours Cowper, 
and Macclesfield ; and his Son Philips, (fee the Guar- 
dian, N° 32.) The late Mr. Addtfon, Sir Richard 
Steele, and Mr. Congreve > may com pen fate for a Dry- 
den 9 and an Otway: and for Mr. Butler, we can refer 
to die late Mr. Prior, and Dean Swift. 

Nor is the bounteous Munificence of the pre- 
fent Age, confined only to it's Contemporary Poets, 
but gratefully extends itfelf to thofe tnat are dead. 
The late Dr. Garth's Complaint (Preface to Ovid's 
Metamorpbq/ls,p*g. 52. 3' Edition) that "Mr. Dryden 
" who could make Kings immortal, and raife Tri- 
*• umphant Arches to Heroes, now wants a poor 

♦ Square 
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" Square Footed Stone, t» fliew where the Afhes of- 
one of the greateft Poets that ever was upon Earth > 
are depofited -," can now no longer be popular. It 
was hearken' d to by the late Duke of Bucking- 
from/hire, who in 1790* ere&ed a Monument of Mar- 
ble for him in rVeftminfttr Abbey, 

And we can now fay with great fatisfaftion, that 
Mr. Butler •, among the infinite number of Readers 
whom he conftantly delighted, at length found one, 
who publickly adopted turn for his darling Author * 
and out of a grateful fenfe of his Merits, and Charac- 
ter, ere&ed a neat Monument to his memory in * 
JVeftminfter Abbey \ (fee a Delineation of it in har?\ 
Wefim* plate 3, torn. 1. pag. 78, 79.) which next 
to Hudibras, will preferve the Fame of the Poet, and 
the exemplary Generofity of the Patron. i j c

The Author of this celebrated Poem was of this 
loft Compofition ; for aliho* he had not the bappi- 
nefs of an Academical Education, as fome affirm^ 
it may be perceived, throughout bis whole Poem, 
that t>e bad read much, and was very welt ac- 
cotnplijh'd in the moji ufeful Parts of flumay Learn- 
ing. 

Rapin (in his Reflections), fpeaking of the ne- 
ceffaty Qualities belonging to a Poet, tells us, Ho 
muji have a Genius extraordinary ; great Natu- 
ral Gifts ; a Wit) jufi, fruitful, piercing, folid 
and univerfah, an Under/landing, clear and diftinit ;

Mow, howjuftly this Chara&er is due to our Author,

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SAMXJEL BUTLER* the Author of 
this excellent Poem, was born in the Parifh of 
Strenjbatn> in the County of Wortefier* and bap- 
tized there the 13th of February 16 12. His Fa- \ 
ther, who was of the fame Name, was an honeft 
Country Farmer, who had fome fmall Eftate of 
his own, but rented a much greater of the Lord 
of the Manor where he liv'd. However, perceive- 
ing in this Son an early Inclination to Learning, 
he made a ftiift to have him educated in the Free- 
School at Worcefter* under Mr. Henry Bright ; 
where having paft the ufual time, and being become 
an excellent Scnool-Scholar, he went for fome little 
time to Cambridge* but was never matriculated into 
that Univerfity, his Father's Abilities not being fuf- 
ficient to be at the charge of an Academical Educa- 
tion ; fo that our Author returnM loon int<J his na- 
tive Country, and became Clerk to one Mr. Jeffe- 
rys of Earls-Groom, an eminent Juftice of the 
Peace for that County, with whom heliv'dfome 
years, in an eafy and no Contemptible fervice. Here, 
By the Indulgence of a Kind Mafter, he had fufficient 
I leifure to apply himfelf to whatever Learning his In- 
|. clinations kd him, which were chiefly Hiftory and 
Poetry ; to which, for his Diverfi6n, he joined Mu- 
fick and Painting ; and I have feen fome Pictures, 
faid to be of his Drawing, which remained in that 
Family ; which I mention not for the Excellency of 
them, but to fatisfy the Reader of his early Inclinati- 
ons to that noble Art; for which alio he was after- 
wards 
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wards entirely belov'd by Mr. Samuel Cooper, one of 

the moft Eminent Painters of his time. 

He was, after this, recommended to that great 
Encourager bf Learning, Elizabeth Countefe of Kent, 
where he had not only the Opportunity to confult all 
manner oP learned Books, but to converfe alfo with 
that living Library of Learning, the great Mr. Selden. 
Our Author liv'd fome time alfo with Sir Samuel 
Luke y who. was of an ancient Family in Bedfordshire •, 
but, to his Diftionour, an eminent Commander un- 
der the Ufurper Oliver Cromwell: and then it was, 
as I am inform'd, he compofed this Loyal Poem. 
For tho' Fate, more than Choice, feems to have 
placed him in the ferviceof a Knight fo notorious, both 
in his Perfon and Politicks, yet by the Rule of Con- 
traries, one may obferve throughout his whole Po- 
em, that he was moft Orthodox, both in his Religi- 
on and Loyalty. And I am the more induced to be- 
fieve he wrote it about that time, becaufe he had then 
the opportunity to converfe with thofe living Cha- 
t-afters of Rebellion, Nonfenfe, and Hypocrify, which 
he fo lively and pathetically expofes throughout the 
*holeWork. 

- After the Reftoration of King Charles II. thofe 
*ho were at the Helm, minding Mone^ more than 
Merit, our Author found thofe Verfes of Juvenal to 
be exa&ly verify'd in himfelf:

And being endtied with that innate Modefty, which 
rarely finds Promotion in Princes Courts •, he became 
Secretary to Richard Earl of Carbury, Lord Prefi- 
dent of the Principality of Wales, who made him 
Steward of Irc&w-Caftle, when the Court there was 
revivM, About this time, he married one Mrs. Her- 
bert. a Gentlewoman of a very good Family, but no 

Widow, 
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Widow, as pur Oxford Antiquary has reported : She 
had a competent Fortune, but it was moft of it un- 
fortunately )oft by being put. out on ill Securities, fo 
that it was little advantage to him. He is Reported 
by our Antiquary to have been Secretary to his Grace 
George Duke, of Buckingham-* when he was Chancellor 
to the Univerfity of Cambridge : but whether that be 
true or no, 'tis certain* the Duke had a great kind- 
nefs for him* and Was often a Benefa&or to him. 
But no Man was a more generous Friend to liim, than 
that Mecdnas o£all Learned and Wifty tyten, Charles 
Lord Buckburftt the late Earl of .Dorfet and Middle- 
fex, who, being himfelf an excellent Poet, -knew 1 
how to fet ajuft Value lipon the Ingenious Pefform- 
ances of others* and hafc often taken cafe privately to 
relieve and fupply the Necefiities of thofe, whofe Mo* 
deftly Would endeavour to conceal them: of which 
our Author was a iignal Ififtance,* as fevcral others 
have been who are now Hying. In fine* the Integri- 
ty of his Life, fheAcutenefsofhisWit, and Eafinefs of 
his Converfation* had rendered him moil acceptable 
to all Men ; % yet he prudently avoided multiplicity of 
Acquaintance, and wifely chofe fuch only whom his 
difcerning Judgment Could diftinguilh, (as Mr.. Cow-

From the great Vulgar or the Small. 

And having thus liv'd to a good old age* admir'd 
by all,-, though perfonally known to a few, he depart- 
ed this Life iri the Year 1680, and was buried at the 
Charge, of his good . Friend a Mr. L '- vil of the 
Vol. I. C T-^-le, 

a " Mr. &. Longuevilk would fain have buried Sutler in tVefc 
u minfier Abbey 5 and fpoke in that view to forte of thofe Wealthy

Paul* Covent-Garden, at the Weft-End of the faid

Church, and under that Wall which parts the Yard 
from the common Highway. And fince he has no 
Monument yet fet up for him, give me Leave to bor- 
row his Epitaph from that of Michael Drayton the 
Poet, as die Author of Mr. Cowley* % has partly done 
before me :

The Characters of this Poem are for the moft part 
obvious, even to the meaneft Pretenders to Learning 
or Hiftory •, nor can fcarce any one be fo ignorant, as 
not to know, that the chief Defign thereof is a Sa- 
tire againft thofe Incendiaries of Church and State, 
who in the late Rebellion, under pretence of Religion, 
murder' d the beft of Kings, to introduce the worft 
of Governments ; deftroy*d the beft of Churches, that 
Hypocrify, Novelty, and Nonfenfe, might be pre- 
dominant amongft us ; and overthrew our wholefome 
Laws and Conftitutions, to make way for their Blejfed 
Anarchy and Confufion, which at laft ended inTyranny. 
But fince, according to the Proverb, None are fo blind 
as they that will not fee ; fo thofe who are not refolv'd 
to be invincibly ignorant, I refer, for their farther 
fatisfa&ion, to the Hiftories of Mr. Fowlis of Pref- 
bytery, and Mr. Walker of Independency % but more 
efpecially to that incomparable Hiftory lately publifh- 
cd, wrote by Edward Earl of Clarendon, which are 
fufficienttofatisfy anyunbiafs'd Perfon, that his gene- 
ral

rial Service was read over him, by the learned and Pious Dr. 
Patrick, (afterwards Lord Bifhop of Ely) then Minifter of theParilh. 
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ral Chara&ers are notfiftitious: And I could heartily 
wifti thefe Times were fo reformed, that they were 
not applicable to fome even now living. However, 
there being feveral particular Perfons refle&ed on, 
which are not commonly known, and fome old Sto- 
ries and uncouth Words which want explication, we 
have thought fit to do that right to their Memories, 
and for the better Information of the lefs learned 
Readers, to explain them in fome additional Anno- 
tations at the end of this Edition. 

How often the Imitation of this Poem has been 
attempted, and with how little fuccefs, I leave the 
Readers to judge: In the Year 1663, t ^ lcre came out 
a fpurious Book, calFd, The Second Part of Hudi- 
bras ; which is reflected upon by our Author, under 
the Character of Whacum^ towards the latter End of 
his Second Part. Afterwards came out the h Dutch 
and Scotch Hudibras, Butler's Gboft y the Occaftonal 
Hyp6crite 9 and fome others of the fame Nature, which, 
compar'd with this, (VirgiFs Travefty excepted) de- 
lerve only to be condemn'd ad Ficum 6? Piper em ; or, 
if you pleafe* to more bafe and fervile Offices. 

Some vain Attempts have been likewife made to 
tranflate fome Parts of it into Latin, but how far they 
fall fhort of that Spirit of the Englijb Wit, I leave 
the meaneft Capacity, that underftands them, to judge.
